Tlie Result. 

It is wonderful how the vilest of incu 
shrink from tlio crucial toit of an oatli. 
■ Witliallhisli uvlihool, McMuUonooulilu't 
staud tlint, and ho pmuloritly retreated 
across the lines into Uuclo Sam's doniin- 
t^aODS. Even Huntington shrank from it. 
ITorlunatoly, however, Huntington had 
f ttrnisked a Ust of the witnesses by wbioh 
ins oUflrptes against the Government wore 
to be ..e'Btabli8hed,.and althoush ho has 
• tliougM proper to stay away, his army of 
witnesses havo hoen availablo, ajid have 
hiiua for the most part oxainined. And 
what is the result? Why, by the eyidouce 
cf the witnesses for the i)rosi)(3uti(>n tiio 
accused havo ohtaiaed a good cleiir uiOL'. 
The .charge was that the tiovornmeiit had 
■obrrttptiy sold tlie raihvuy fianchiso to 
' Sir Hugh Allan and the Anunieam, rc- 
coivi'ig upwards of tUroo hundred aud 
lifty thousand dollars in American gold 
therefor. The ovidoiicj very conclusive- 
ly shows th:it, so fur from doing this, tiio 
Government wore njost careful toexcliido 
American iutluonco aud oven American 
capital from the outorpriso, that they 
treated with Sir Hugh in the most patrio- 
tic aud straight forward spirit, and that 
the negotiations, so far a* the Qovorn- 
ment wm-o ooncorneii, wore of the most un- 
exceptiouahlo and croilifablo chariictor. 
In truth, no ouo notblindo.l by party pre- 
judice can peruse the evidence M ithmit 
feeling that so far from having anything' 
ta conceal iu connection with this matter, 
the Government had everything to gaiu 
bv tiio siftingand publicity rosultingfrom 
the iuvestigatiou. It is claimed by tlie 
Grits that Huntington's position in i-jfus- 
ing to appear bi-loro, or rceognisj tho iiu- 
thority oi, the lioyul Commission is con- 
stitutionally right, and that tlie (Jominis- 
sion has been rendered futile by tliat 
course. It must bo admitted tliat sucli 
would have been the result, to a certain 
ctteut, if Huntington had not furnisiied a 
list of tho witnesses by whom lie claimed 
to be preparoil to prove the charges. 
Having, however, unwittingly furnisiied 
the list, and theevidonoo of these witnosv- 
es having placed tlio accused beyond tlie 
possibility of suspicion, it appears to r.i 
that the trick by wliieli it was hoped to 
defeat tho object of the Commission has 
completely failed, and those who had re- 
course to it will staud inlinitely worse bo- 
fore the country tliaa they would have 
done had they made a virtue of no 
^Cesaity aud come before the Commission. 
Of course, there may have been other and 
more personal reasons for staying away 
and thus avoidinga cross examination un- 
der oath which might havo resulted in 
making :the accusers blacker than tlmv 
wonld have painted the Ministry; and it 
is4il6neih that view that one ouilind n 
full explanation of the course tlniv have 
pursued. Fov all practical jiurposcs, the 
country has seen tliu result of tiui investi- 
gaiion, in so far as theCoinmission isoon- 
corued. 'J'iio nest question is, "What 
will I'arliaiiient do with it? There seems 
to be only one conceivable course ior an 
iadejoendent Parliament to adopt, and 
that IS to censure theconductof Jlr. Hun- 
tington and vindicate and sustain the pre 
tent Guvernnient. Fosvildy the most im- 
portant question of all, in so far as British 
Columbia is coiu'orncd, is, "How will 
the railway bo aUectedV" — for it mast be 
admitted that to m the fate of therailway 
in even more important than tUe'fate of a 
Ministry, althoiigli in this instance the 
two happen to be bound up togetlu r. 
yiJino tlnrteen years ago a tra-lerwasmur- 
derod and robbed on tilio way from Cari 
boo to Victoria. It was known that he 
had a very largo amount of treasure in his 
poauession at the time. A.4 tho ne.'ct stea- 
mer from Victoria neared the wharf at 
, New Westminster, a voice from the shore 
announced the tragedy to Iho.o onboard, 
when an eager voice, far up in 
the bow of ^tlie steamer, responded, 
'•Hat where is the money?" — thus 
clearly slio v. ing that to one man in that 
crowd the fate of the treasure possessed 
more interest than the fate of the man. 
Undoubtedly Parliament will bo consult- 
ed as to tho desirableness of having llie 
railway undertaken as a national work; 
aud it must be admitted that past expe- 
riences all tend to pio^jaro tlio Caiiidian 
luind for having it so undertaken. lint, 
there are those who think it notiuijn-oba- 
blo that ii direct appeal will be made to 
tho country, chiefly on that question. ■ It 
has been felt on all hands that unanimity 
is not only desirable but iiiclisiu'usiihju 
iu ca.ryiug out a woi-k of such huge jiro- 
portions; and it must be admitted that liic 
sanction and support of a Houso fresh 
from the constituencies would bo very di;- 
fei able iU such a inattt r. IJiit it seems 
doablful wlietli(;r it nould bo advisnble 
to incur all the turiiioil, exiKiiiso and de- 
lay of a giMieral election on that ground. 
Ic mu.st bo remembered that the question 
is no', "Shall the Bailway be built ?"— for 
that question was answered intheattirma- 
tivo long . go, and the country is pledgtul 
to carry it out. Tiu; qu stioii is ninq)!. 
wlijthor the (Joverjini.^nt sliall biiiJil mid 
operaletlie raihvuy; and the reasons which 
load us to think tlie cmintry wiIl^^ay "yes" 
wore stated in a former article. Whatever 
course may be decided nppn as to the 
manner ot its construction, tlie roprcseii- 
titiues of this I'lOiiiico will be but doing 
their duly to their cniistitueuts, to lliu 
GovernaieiiL and to tlii-D.niiiiiioii at lar^.o 
by liniily insisting upon fiiith being 
kept with liritish Columbia as to tlio tuur 
in which it shall, bo constructed. On 
that point the line of duty cannot be ob- 
flouroJ by a shade q{ ^oubt, In that re- 
speut.JJritish Qulumbia has a right to ex; 
peot that every ' liaan ^11 do his duty. 

Sabbatli ObsorvancO' 

There is at the present time before tho 
City Council an iiilluontially signed \n ti- 
tion, praying that liody to enforce within 
its jurisdiction a better observance of Iho 
Christian Sabbath, Lot us hope that tho 
subject will meet with better Ireatinoiit at 
tho hands of tho (jity Legislaturo than it 
did in tho Provincial one. Whatever 
oouolusious may be reached, wo feel a • 
Bured that the question will ; at^ least bo 
approached in a spirit befitting its nature. 
Tho treatment it rouoivod at the hands of 
tho Provincial Parliament was not what 
should have boon cxptioted in a British 
community, or wliat we had a right to 
expect in any Christian community, whe- 



ther British OP apt. OttUe members pre- 
sent, seventeen voted for'fiurkiug discus- 
sion and killing tho measure outright, 
and aniongat theso soventoon wero tho 
tivc Cabinet Ministers! It will not bo 
considered necos.sary that wo should en- 
ter upon a discussion of tho quostion of 
Sabbath observance. As the petition 
fully sets forthira day of rest is desired by 
all classes of the community. It ia desir- 
ed by some on tho higher ground of reli- 
gion as well as on the lowerouo of [ihysic- 
al economy. Others, having no very de- 
cided religious eonvietions on tho point, 
desire it on tho lower ground alone. But, 
cm whatever ground, all, or nearly all do 
aire it. Best is n human necessity. To 
rest one day in seven has been proved to 
ho conductive to tho best iutorosls of thf> 
.spioios; and all intolligout, right-thinking 
porsous desire a sabbath. It maj' beask- 
od, if such be tho universal conviction 
and desire, what need for logislativo com- 
pulsion ? All do uotli .'o up to ih ir coi - 
viciiuus.

It is unquestionably the interest of 
Victoria to rest one day iu seven. She 
has' chosen ihe Christian Sabbath. Let 
her keep it ns becometh the chief British 
community on tho Pacific.

Fig Culture- 

ViCTouiA, Sept. ."iOth, 187,1. 
EniTon Colonist. — Now that 1 liavo 
sliown that tho fig matures in the o[)en 
air, it may interest a jiortion of your 
readers, particularly that portion who 
hail from jiarts where the lig is the coni- 
inoafrnitof their country, to know bow it 
can bo cultivated successfully b( t'l on 
Vaiicouvor Island and tiio Mainland of 
Britifdi Coluinliia. The fig bears well 
without any attention as a healthy stand- 
ard troo in many jiarts of England. There 
cannot bo a doubt in the minds of Ihone at 
all acquainted with the moilo of culture 
followed in Europe that tho .system adopt- 
ed there if applied hero will prove equal- 
ly euooessful. In hot countries the lig 
is an evergreen treo and bearing almost 
perpetually. In cold countries tlio fig 
loses its loaves in winter and becomes, in 
f.ict, a do.^iduoustree. 'I hen the rinliiiienl- 
ary ligs borno at tho ends of each brano)', 
instead of tul n < elf pn maturely, as n o t 
other fruit would do. seem to rest station- 
ary. In tho spring thoy recommeco their 
gro.vth ami riiien olTinto largo, .succulent 
and w-oil flavored ligs. Thouc! kiuils [iro- 
l)er for these parts aro the varictiu.s 
which [irodiico their nidimcntary ligs in 
autumn in abundance, those that rerpiiie 
part of two years for thoir maturation. 
To protect them and the young branches 
the trees aro grown as low shriiba with 
swoefiing shoots from six to nine feid 
long near tho soil and in a form that llu^y 
may bo readily interred in tlio grcuinl 
when tho winter and its dangers come. 
Tho frosts are often of great severity here, 
so great, indeed, that tbe ligs would havo 
littlo chanco if left exposed. So in 
aiirumn, just before the frost comes, the 
eiiUivator must throw tho bunches into 
maiiegabhi-si/.od bundles ami make a 
Ueiich from tho root of tho jilant out- 
wards for ea'di bundle an I oover with 
oartji of Bulllcient depth to bo beyond tho 
inlUience of tho frost, talungcaro, at the 
samo time,tolilltiioiutor^tioes between the 
l.'ianelu-s, complctiug with a iijou nd'ovcr 
each bundle. Ah siKjn as spring opens 
iiiil dangei'froni frost is pastfon a warm, 
damp day nncovor and oi^on tho buried 
tiL;s trees and leave tho fl^s to miture.
